The sugaf market a few 
days ago stood at exactly the same 
figure as it did June 14, 18(14. 
Most other groceries have gone 
up, and many are expected to 
go 
still 
higher. Canned 
goods 
have 
increased in price since the opening 
of the European war from 15 to 25 
per cent. 
That is said to he due 
partly to had crops and partly to 
the increase in the eo-t of sugar for 
the ^ uo goods. 


Flour is up approximately 15 per 
cent. 
All corn products have gono 
up in price. 
Even those bargains 
in soap which used to he so common 
have been abolished by the grocers. 
In* most ease's the war is blamed 


for the increased prices. The whole­ 
sale grocer uses the case of molas­ 
ses in explaining the cause of 
the 
increase. 
There has been an unpre­ 
cedented demand' for the 
cheaper 
grade of molasses." Two years ago 
it sold for 12 cents a gallon.

on the rural extension system of vo- 
cational instruction 
for 
farmers

The proposed law is the result of 


a steadily growing conviction thai 
the proposed farmer, or, nowadays, 
scientific agriculturist, should be ex-
